Missouri is nothing if not up to date in these days. 
The latest down there is a “chair of poultry” in one of 
her leading colleges. “How to raise chickens will be 
taught at the University of Missouri. The curators 
have decided to offer a full course in poultry raising. 
A short course was offered last year, but this year the 
study is to be put on an equal plane with the studies 
in other departments, and full instructions in the breed- 
ing and handling of domestic fowls and the production 
of eggs will be given. 

WE acknowledge the receipt of Vol. 1, No. 1, of the 
Northwest Implement Trade, published at Fargo, N. 
D. Burton W. McCracken, the editor, is the son of 
the late Thomas McCracken, for a number of years 
secretary of the Minnesota Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association. Burton McCracken rendered acceptable 
science to this association in the capacity of assistant 
secretary. This new editor has a wide acquaintance 
in the Northwest. He knows how the retailers in the 
domains of the Gopher, Badger and Flickertail view 
the problems of the commercial battle. That he knows 
how to get out a paper is shown by the monthly before 
us, and we would say that if he can only maintain the 
Northwest Implement Trade at the same literary and 
news standard of Vol. 1, No. 1, his success would 
seem assured. 





KorEAN commerce amounts, according to a state- 
ment just issued by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor through its Bureau of Statistics, to about fifteen 
million dollars per annum. Imports materially exceed 
exports, and according to the best statement that the 
Bureau of Statistics is able to obtain, amount to about 
ten million dollars, and the exports to about five mil- 
lions. While in the case of China the foreign com- 
merce of the country is carried on chiefly, almost ex- 
clusively, through the “treaty ports,’ this is not the 
case with reference to Korea, only about one-third 
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of the foreign commerce above alluded to passing 
through the treaty ports. 

American products, both manufactured and other- 
wise, are popular in Korea, but the very large propor- 
tion reach that country through China and Japan, and 
the direct trade of the United States with Korea is ex- 
tremely small. It is only within a comparatively short 
time that the direct trade of the United States with 
Korea was of sufficient importance to justify a separate 
record. In 1897 the exports from the United States to 
Korea were $509 in value; in 1898, $125,000; in 1902, 
$251,000, and for the eleven months ending with No- 
vember, 1903, $366,919, indicating that for the entire 
calendar year 1903 the total exports to Korea from the 
United States will amount to about $400,000. 


THE much-discussed and yet over-green question— 
viz., manual versus machine labor, has lately been in- 
vestigated afresh by an English statistician, who has 
evidently been at considerable pains to ascertain, from 
authoritative sources, the changed conditions arising 
out of the widespread substitution of mechanical for 
hand labor in the principal departments of industry in 
that country. The results obtained, it need hardly be 
said, have been of a nature to prove somewhat startling 
to those who have given no thought to this question. 
For example, in the Lancashire cotton industry what 
1,100 spinners could do by hand, working in a factory 
or, aS was very usual, at home, one machine attended 
by one man and two boys can do now; while one man 
with a machine can turn out the same amount of work 
that fifty weavers used to do by hand. In the pottery 
trade one attendant of a machine turns out as much 
finished material as 1,000 could do by hand. Then, 
again, in the loading of ships one man with machinery 
can do as much as 2,000 without its aid. Machinery 
fos making steel ties saves 500 per cent; a paper ma- 
chine, 95 per cent; a watchmaking machine, 85 per 
cent—an expert machinist being able to turn out from 
250 to 300 watches a year. One nail machine can do 
the work of 1,000 men, and a horseshoe machine that 


of 500. 





This universal use of machinery, by cheapening the 
cost of production, has added marvelously to the com- 
fort and even luxury of all classes of our population. 





“AREA, population, commerce, revenue, expendi- 
tures, indebtedness, currency and stocks of money of 
the principal countries of the world” is the title of a 
statement just issued by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor through its Bureau of Statistics. The state- 
ment includes all countries and colonies for which 
statistics of commerce and the other conditions above 
mentioned are available, and thus presents an approxi- 
mately complete picture of commercial and financial 
conditions throughout the entire civilized world. 

The total exports of the countries and colonies in- 
cluded are stated at $10,278,616,000 and the total im- 
ports at $11,525,755,000, making the aggregate com- 
merce $21,804,391,000. For most of the countries the 
figures stated relate to the year 1902, in a few cases 
they are for 1901, and in some cases for 1903. The 
aggregate of the world’s commerce at the present time 
may therefore be set down, in round figures, as 22 bil- 
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lions of dollars. While, presumably, all exports be- 
come, in turn, imports, the stated value of these im- 
ports exceeds by more than one billion dollars the 
stated value of the merchandise in question when 
stated as exports. 

This increased value in the statement of merchan- 
dise imported when compared with the statement of 
value of the same merchandise when exported is ac- 
counted for in part by the value added through trans- 
portation, insurance, etc., and in part also by the fact 
that statements of value are more carefully and rigidly 
made when the goods are imported than in the state- 
ments supplied on exportation.

Freight Harris, the committee on Demurrage and 

Service. [transportation of the Southwestern 

Lumbermen’s Association, has brought 

to our attention a petition they will shortly present to 

Congress requesting the enactment of a law regulat- 
ing the movement and supply of freight cars. 

If such a law should be enacted by Congress it will 
compel the railway companies to furnish an adequate 
number of cars to shippers, and it is contemplated that 
the railway companies shall also be compelled to supply 
sufficient equipment so that freight may be shipped 
without material delays. For several years shippers 
have complained of the lack of freight cars. It is said 
shippers have also lost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars because of delays of the railway companies in han- 
dling freight after it was on the tracks, and this year 
conditions have been worse than ever before. The 
Southwestern Lumber Association hopes to interest 
all of the leading mercantile interests of the United 
States in the proposed law. An active campaign will 
be made among all the great shipping interests through- 
out the country. At present there are state laws to 
control freight traffic, hut there is no federal enactment 
that properly can control interstate traffic. It is re- 
quested of all shippers that they give the proposed law 
a careful study. The full text of the bill is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America, in Congress assembled: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of every railroad company 
engaged in carrying, or giving bills of lading for carrying, 
personal property and live stock, between points in different 
states or territories, upon written application by any person 
for the carriage of any such property or live stock over the 
railroad of any such company or over such railroad and any 
connecting line or lines of railroad, to any point in another 
state of territory, to receive and commence the carrying thereof 
within five days after the offer of delivery thereof for such 
carriage, and any failure to receive or commence the carriage 
of such property or live stock by any such company in any 
such case shall entitle the person making such application to 
recover from such company, for each car necessary for such 
carriage, for each day after said five days during which such 
failure shall continue, a penalty of ten dollars, recoverable by 
such person as plaintiff against said company as defendant 
by a civil action in a circuit court of the United States for 
any district in which such company may have an office and 
agent for the transaction of any business, upon whom sum- 
mons therein may be served. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of the next preceding section 
shall apply not only to the initial railroad carrier to which 
such application shall be made, but also to any connecting 
railroad carrier engaged in such carrying of personal property 
and live stock, on any railroad line or part of a line between 
the point of the terminus of such initial carrier and the ulti- 
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mate point of shipment to which connecting carrier said per- 
son shall make written application for the continued carriage 
of his property or live stock by such connecting carrier. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of every railroad company en- 
gaged in carrying personal property or live stock between 
points in different states or territories, whether so engaged as 
a sole carrier or as an initial or connecting carrier in such car- 
riage, to transport and haul all cars furnished to any shipper 
for such carriage over its line of railroad from the starting 
point to the point of destination thereon of such shipment in 
such number of days of twenty-four hours each as will equal 
the number resulting from the division by the number fifty, 
of the total number of miles of carriage of said shipment over 
its lines of railroad by such company with or without any re- 
mainder by such division, and for each additional day occu- 
pied in such carriage over and above such number in com- 
pleting such shipment, said company shall forfeit and pay to 
the consignee of such shipper for each car so furnished and 
transported the sum and penalty of ten dallars, to be recov- 
ered by him in the manner provided in the first section of this 
act. 

Sec. 4. It shall not be a defense to any suit under the 
provisions of this act that the company sued did not_have the 
cars necessary for any shipment applied for, or did not have 
the requisite equipment for the carriage or hauling thereof 
from the point of starting to the destination thereof, or, any 
poution thereof, on its line of railroad, 

Sec. 5. The penalties recoverable under this act may be 
sued for in one single count or statement in the pefition or 
complaint without having a separate count for the penalty for 
each car for each day for which such penalty is given by this 
act. 

We see no reason why the hardware world which 
is considerably interested in the handling of bulky 
freight should not heartily indorse the stand taken by 
lumber interests in this matter. Many hardware men 
are indeed lumbermen as well for that matter. We 
personally know hundreds of retail hardware men who 
have fretted and fumed over sidetracked barbwire or 
delayed stoves and who have regretted the absence of a 
tangible club to force railroads to perform their ob- 
vious duty as common carriers. The proposed law will 
force railroads to care adequately for their patrons. It 
will checkmate favoritism as between different shippers 
and shipping points, and curb a_ cheese-paring 
economy on the part of railroad officials. It 
should divert a portion of the current railroad 
earnings that now pour so steadily into Eastern stock- 
holders’ pockets in the shape of dividends into better 
equipment. 

At present a number of railroads think they are do- 
ing all that should be required of them by periodical- 
ly bawling out that there is a “car famine” abroad in 
the land. This no more exculpates them than did the 
enforced proclamation of his hideous disease cure the 
spots of the Levantine Ieper. Business interests know 
all about car famines. They know that these are the 
spawn of stockholders’ greed and the whelps of official 
stinginess. They are past the point where they thirst 
for enlightenment. They want a cure administered in 
old-fashioned allopathic doses, for the ills from which 
business suffers particularly in smaller communities, 
and they deem it no more than just that the great 
arteries of distribution which enjoy special privileges, 
such as the right of eminent domain for example, 
should be compelled to fulfil those obligations which 
they as common carriers have assumed toward the com- 
mercial interests of the sections of country dependent 
on them.

In THE Inland Grocer I find an interesting inter- 
view on the cause of the large profits made by de- 
partment stores in the course of which a leading Chi- 
cago business man makes the following remarks: 

“Grocers and butchers employ men at $12 per week 
to wait upon customers and do the work of the store. 
In the grocery departments of department stores, how- 
ever, girls are employed to do much the same work 
at $6 to $8 per week; I have figures from one of the 
leading department stores showing a profit in the gro- 
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cery department of $40,000 for the year. They em- 
ploy 200 girls at about $8 per week. The difference 
between girls’ wages and the amount paid a man for 
the same work is $4 per week—$200 per year. This 
saving from the wages of 200 girls just equals the 
profit. If the girls obtained the same pay as men 
the grocery departments would be obliged either to 
quit cutting prices or do business at a loss.”

At the average rate of 30 cars 
to the trains, this would equal 178 train loads, and at 
an average of 34 feet to the car, allowing the usual 
space between cars and length of engines, these trains 
would extend for 40 miles. This is a record of which 
any firm would be justly proud.

the weight that can be put into them. 

Both bolt and screw cases are made of the best sea- 
soned Tennessee poplar, finished in imitation of cherry. 
The fronts of drawers are made of the best Norway 
pine, with the sizes they contain nicely printed on, 
making it at once a most desirable appendage to hard- 
ware stores, as they prevent mixing of screws and 
bolts, thus enabling dealers to keep their stock in good 
shape. The drawers are all provided with stops to 
prevent their removal from the case. Each drawer 
holds a package of bolts or screws of the size and 
number indicated on the front of the drawer.

It is so arranged that all the drawers can be 
locked and unlocked at one time. There is a lever at- 
tached to the case on the under side, and it is only ac- 
cessible to the person behind the counter.

The East St. Louis Journal of Dec. 28 says: ‘“Yes- 
terday the advance guard of the [Illinois Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, consisting of L. D. 
Nish, secretary, of Elgin; Geo. Scheurer, Vandalia; 
Geo. R. Lott of Chicago, who comprise the executive 
committee, were in the city guests of the local hard- 
ware dealers. After dinner at the Royal Hotel the 
local committee consisting of Fred B. Giessing, Charles 
Mauer, J. W. Gillespy, Wm. Hauss and F. B. Jordan, 
met the executive committee and made final arrange- 
ments for the meeting. Music Hall was selected as the 
place, Royal Hotel to be headquarters. The committee 
announce that 500 delegates will be in attendance. The 
Chicago delegation, consisting of 150 persons, will 
come on a special train and be quartered at the Royal 
Hotel.

AN EXPERIENCED FURNACE SALESMAN. 





G. W. Johnston, who looks after the interests of the 
Bonnot Company, Canton, O., furnace manufacturers, 
in Missouri, Kansas, Illinois and Iowa, was a recent 
caller at THE AMERICAN ARTISAN office. Mr. John- 
ston said: “I have had a long experience in the fur- 
nace business. I started in the business with Mr. 
Wells at Oskaloosa, Ia., who is one of the best posted 
men on furnaces I know. Mr. Corbin at Tipton, Ia., 
who is well along in years, being over 60 at present 
writing, is another man who is thoroughly educated 
in every phase of furnace construction. Mr. Wells was 
engaged in the manufacture of furnaces for a number 
of years at Oskaloosa, Ia., until his foundry burned 
down. His furnaces were very satisfactory wherever 
they were introduced, but they were too well made to 
allow large profits For instance, there were 1,700 
rivets driven into every furnace sold. The only ob- 
jection that could have been made to these furnaces 
was that they were of a square type, thus leaving dead 
corners, which are, of course, absent when round fire 
pots are used. 

“The year 1902 was a phenomenal furnace year, and 
there is no question but that all leading manufacturers 
of furnaces did very well. The past year has not been 
so good, there having been a falling off in building in 
a number of cities on account of labor troubles. If it 
were not for the labor cloud on the horizon there could 
be no question but that 1904 would be an exceptionally 
prosperous year for the furnace trade, but where 
unions in the building trades are making threats, men 
who contemplate putting up buildings are liable to 
become shy and postpone operations. 

“Seventy-five per cent of the furnaces offered the 
trade waste too much heat up the chimney, because 
they have too short a smoke travel, and the heat is not 
extricated from the smoke as it should be. The under- 
feed furnace needs the best of coal without any dirt in 
it to secure good results. I believe in the pit system 
for decarbonized air, although some furnace men take 
a radically different view and believe this air should 
be disposed of through the jackets. 

Side wall registers have come in quite frequently 
during the past few years, and the trouble with some 
makes of these is that they are widely overrated. Their 
actual capacity is only about three-quarters their rated 
capacity. Other makes of side wall registers are O. K. 
as regards rating. One difficulty in regard to this style 
of registers is found in the scrimping practices which 
have been inaugurated by so many lumber dealers. 
There was a time, some years ago, when a 2x4 meant 
a piece of wood 2 inches in one direction by 4 inches 
in another. Nowadays when you come to measure 
them in partitions you find that a 2x4 is 134 inches by 
354 inches, which gives the furnace man who is about 
to put in the side wall register so much less room to 
work with. In order to give the furnace man a good 
show, 2x6’s should be used.” 





THE U. S. CLINKER HOOK.

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DIAGRAM FOR PATTERN CUTTING TABLE. 











Herewith is diagram of a table used for pattern 
cutting: The outline of Fig. 1 represents the table, 
which may be of any dimensions required. The semi- 
circle may be described to suit the convenience of the 
workman and may be devided into degrees or parts 
of degrees as shown in diagram, but the semi-circle 
should extend nearly full width of the table so that 
the number of degrees may be outside of the sheet, 
which it is designed to lay off. B is a rule, which 
should be numbered the same as pocket rule, as shown 

















in diagram lying on the table. The said rule must 
have an eyelet on each side at one end, and so arranged 
that the edge of the rule will be in or even with the 
center of each eyelet, in order that when the rule is 
to be used in marking work the lines will be true 
from center at a (Fig. 1) to circumference of semi- 
circle A. Fig. 1 is a pin inserted at the edge of the 
table and in center of semi-circle, over which the 
rule B is placed when wanted to do work.

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STRICTLY BUSINESS. 





“No, sir,” remarked a Philadelphian the other day 
who supplies the government with necessities of life, 
“you can’t do business with Uncle Samuel in the spirit 
of a contract; you simply must obey its letter. If you 
put in specifications amounting to ’steen dollars and 
twenty-one cents, and then bill it goods under the 
contract and the total amounts to the same ’steen dol- 
lars and 19 cents, you’ve got to take it back and make 
up the other two cents, or you don’t do business. 

“Let me give you an instance of Uncle Samuel’s 
character of exactness. We were awarded a contract 
for 1,000 feet of copper wire for League Island. We 
sent the order to the manufacturers, and they turned 
in the stuff. In a few days we got a letter from the 
island authorities that that wire is only 985 feet long. 

“We answered that we knew it; that the copper in- 
got did not yield any more, and that we have charged 
them only for 985 feet. Would that do? Not on your 
tintype. 

“They sent us word that if the wire was not brought 
up to 1,000 feet the lot would be rejected. Then we 
had to get a permit from the L. A. to send a man 
down to join on enough to make the demand good, 
and he went down and did the work. 


“In a few days we were notified that the piece he 
put on made the whole length 1,004 feet. We wrote 
back that we didn’t care for the four feet and Uncle 
Sam could have it. 


“Next morning up comes an order to cut off that 
four feet or the whole bunch would be rejected. Then 
we had to get another permit for our man to go down 
and lop it off, which he did. 


“Was it all plain sailing then? I should say not. 
When he threw the offending excess upon the ground 
the guard said: 

“Pick that up; it’s against the rules.’ 
_ “He picked it up and was about to toss it into the 
river, when he was stopped in a mandatory way: 


““Here! You do that and you'll get yourself into 
trouble!’ 


“So, thinking he’d find a resting place outside of 
government preserves, our employe walked to the 
gate, where he found a sentinel. 

““What have you got there?’ 

“*A piece of wire.’ 

“*You can’t carry it out without a permit.’ 

“All right. I don’t want to,’ and cast it down. 

“*You pick that up,’ said the sentinel. ‘You can’t 
throw things around here.’ 

“*But I don’t want the d 

“*Go back and get a permit!’ 

“And he really had to do it to get that four feet of 
wire outside of Uncle Sam’s fence. Now, wouldn’t 
that make you tired ?”—New York Commercial. 
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CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Now that we are fairly launched into the New 
Year changes of one nature or the other hoped for or 
expected have not materialized. 

The conservatism which marked the transactions of 
the latter part of last year continues to be the leading 
factor. 

The rapid decline of pig iron and its slow recovery 
has been devoid of any signal disaster in a financial 
way to buyers or sellers as purchases have been made 
with extraordinary care. 

3uyers have erred rather in the direction of an 
under-supply than over-supply of raw materials and 
were thus able quite generally to keep even with the 
market. 

The Southern situation seems to be firmer than for 
some time past. 

No. 2 Foundry at $10.00 f. o. b. cars Birmingham 
is being held as the minimum price by leading sellers. 

Some sales have been made on that basis. 

Belief is expressed, however, in some quarters that 
this basis cannot be maintained. 

During the past week transactions in Northern 
iron have been greater in number and the tonnage 
larger than for Southern brands. 

The majority of these orders, however, are for fu- 
ture delivery the actual tonnage moving being below 
the average. 

This is partly accounted for by many consumers tak- 
ing inventory at this time of the year. 

The outlook is not dark by any means as produc- 
tion is being decreased and consumption is likely to 
show an increase on account of new contracts coming 
into force at the beginning of the year. 


IRON AND STEEL. 

There are reports of cuts on steel ingots and billets, 
and also on plates and structural material. There is 
keen competition in sheets, and prices of black sheets 
are reported to have been cut from 5 cents to 10 cents 
under the official price while galvanized sheets are said 
to have been sold at a discount of 80 and 2% per cent. 
Business in bars has been confined to small orders for 
quick shipment. While there has been a fairly good 
inquiry for basic and foundry iron, the actual con- 
tracts closed foot up a very moderate tonnage. The 
inquiries for foundry grades are mainly for guaran- 
teed analysis, the iron being wanted for special cast- 
ings. Northern furnaces have been more inclined to 
sell foundry iron at concessions, but the volume of 
business has been small. 


SHEETS. 

Trade in black sheets is quiet, transactions being 
limited to small lots. There is, however, an improved 
demand for galvanized material, The following quota- 
tions on black sheets can be shaded on desirable busi- 
ness. We quote Chicago prices on carload lots, mill 
No. 27 gauge black, 2.41%c to 2.46%c;

shipments : 
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No. 28, 2.46¥c to 2.51%4c; galvanized from mill, 80 
and 2% per cent off. Store prices are without essen- 
tial change, and we quote as follows: No. 16, 2.45c; 
Nos. 18 and 20, 2.55c; Nos. 22 and 24, 2.60; No. 26, 
2.70c; No. 27, 2.80c; No. 28, 2.90c; galvanized from 
store, 75 and 7% per cent. 


BILLETS AND WIRE RODS. 

Trading in both products has been limited to small 
orders, the tonnage for the week being of small pro- 
portions. We quote wire rods, Chicago delivery, $32 
to $33; open hearth and Bessemer billets, $24 Chicago, 
whether for rerolling or forging. 


STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


Specifications continue to keep up to their past pro- 
portions, but the total volume of new business is not 
of any consequence. There is, however, a large ton- 
nage being figured on, a considerable portion of which 
will be placed when spring is nearer at hand. Prices 
are without change, and we quote mill shipments, Chi- 
cago delivery, as follows: Beams and channels, 16 
inches and under, 1.76%c; 18 inches and over, 1.86%4c; 
universal plates, 1.76%4c; angles, 3x3 and _ larger, 
1.76%c; tees, 3x3 and larger, 1.81%42c; zees, 1.76%4c. 
On lots from store, we quote beams, channels and an- 
gles, 3x3 and larger, I.goc rates; 18, 20 and 24-inch, 
10c extra; tees, 1.95¢ rates. 


WIRE NAILS. 


As was to be expected and as has been prophesied 
for the past two or three weeks, the American Steel 
and Wire Co. has advanced its prices on all wire prod- 
ucts. including wire nails, barb wire and smooth fence 
wire. The advance is $1 per ton beyond former quo- 
tations. This represents an increase of 5 cents per 100 
pounds and 5 cents per keg on wire nails. 

The advance will not come as a surprise to anyone. 
Orders for wire nails have been pretty heavy ever 
since the decline of last month, and many dealers have 
laid in heavy supplies. Heavy tonnage has been 
booked for the past three weeks and stock has fallen 
low in the manufacturing houses, while it was found 
to be impossible to greatly replenish this deficit during 
December. 

Supply houses have sent out warnings advising deal- 
ers to send in orders as soon as convenient, fearing 
a shortage for spring delivery. 

Manufacturers outside of the wire and wire nail de- 
partments are making a similar advance, and this 
concerted action may have helped to impel the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire Co. to raise its prices. We quote 
carload lots to jobbers, $2.05 per 100 pounds, Chi- 
cago; less than carload lots, $2.15; car lots to retailers, 
$2.10, all f. o. b. Chicago. 


CUT NAILS. 
At the meeting of the Cut Nail Association, held on 
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January 7, the price was reduced $4 per ton or 20c per 
keg below all former quotations in any way official. 

It will hardly be possible for manufacturers to cling 
to this reduced price for any long period, and there is 
a general feeling that the price will be advanced within 
a short time, perhaps when the next meeting is called. 
The association agreed on a price of $1.75 per 100 
pounds, base, in car lots, to the retailer, which, with 
the freight added to Chicago, makes the price on cut 
nails $1.91%4. The Chicago Steel Mfg. Company, 
whose mill was burned, announce that they have made 
arrangements with other mills by which they will take 
care of all orders, and that they will rebuild their 
plant with all speed. 





BARB WIRE. 

A very large tonnage was responsible for an ad- 
vance of $1 per ton above former official quotations 
in this market. 

There is shortage of supply amongst manufacturers. 

The price to jobbers in car lots is $2.35, Chicago, 
for painted, and $2.65 for galvanized. Retailers buy 
their wire at 5 cents per 100 pounds higher than this 
price in car lots and 15 cents higher in less than car 
lots. Staples have been advanced to $2.20, Chicago, 
for plain and $2.60 for galvanized to jobbers, with 5 
cents advance to retailers. . 





SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 

The demand has been quite heavy and many rather 
large contracts have been placed. The price was ad- 
vanced January 11 by the largest manufacturers $1 a 
ton above former official quotations, making the price 
of base sizes Nos. 6 to 9 $1.95 per 100 pounds in car 
lots to jobbers, f. o. b. Chicago, and $2.05 in less than 
car lots. The extra of 30 cents for galvanized con- 
tinues on Nos. 6 to 14, with 60 cents extra on Nos. 
15 and 16. 





CORDAGE. 

Prices hold well. The demand for Manila and 
sisal rope is small, while that for special brands is 
much more active. 

Quotations on the basis of 7-16 inch diameter and 
larger are as follows: Pure Manila, 11% cents; sec- 
ond grade Manila, %4 to I cent per pound lower; pure 
sisal, 914 cents; mixed sisal, 84% cents per pound. 
These quotations are subject to a rebate of % cent per 
pound to carload buyers. 





LINSEED OIL. 

A general paralysis of this market has resulted from 
the high prices. 

The large buyers are waiting for the crushers to re- 
duce quotations while the crushers, who are said to 
have bought large supplies of seed, are waiting for the 
buyers to be forced to pay the prices demanded. 

The buyers will probably be able to hold off for ten 
weeks or two months, and the question really is wheth- 
er the crushers will keep to the present or higher 
prices for that length of time. 

The only demand is for small lots. 

Quotations are as follows: City raw, in lots of five 
barrels or more, 37 cents; in lots of less than five bar- 
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rels, 38 cents per gallon. Out of town and western oil, 
35 to 36 cents per gallon.
